W ith this aim iu view, he 
buckled o n hia harn« *ss and go t do wn to 
hard wca-k—-yea, genuine, unadulterated 
hard wtark. aa will b«» vo uchtai fo r hy 
every minister, o fficial o r layman who 
has had any practical experience in the 
line o f chnrch debt raising. 
To their credit be it said, the o fficials 
and the very large majo rity o f the mem- 
bt'rs o f the w ngregatio n sto o d no bly i)y 
their iiasto r, and gave him enco urage­ 
ment in such a m anner as to gladden 
his heart and so ul, as he fo und that the 
splendid do natio ns o f fl.tXiO each, fro m 
two o f o ur heading to wnsmen, were 
being libt*rally liat k ^ hy the church 
so cieties, the Habbath schtxil, the Ep- 
wo rth Lt'ague and individual o o ntrihu- 
tio ns, ranging fro m |6<K) do wn, and 
that the indicatio ns were that the sum 
o f $5,600 wo uld lie o o lltH'tM in caah o n 
the 6th o f December, as no thing but 
cash co uld o r wo uld be accept» *d, such 
being the term s uisiii which the two 
leiuling(N>ntributio ns o f $1,000 each were 
o fft'red, w ith the further pro viso that, if 
the full $5,600 was no t ruirnxi o n the 
tlate siHX'iiitKl, then were all sums, great 
o r small, to lie handed l>ack to the re- 
Bpt*ctive do no rs. 
But disaster o r failure was no t w ritten 
against the hero ic effo rts o f the wo rkers 
o f the First M. E. church. 
In the 
mo rning stTvice, the neat sum o f $5,.H75 
was raised, in spo t cash, leaving but 
$276 to be met at the evening servic» '. 
There was a magniftcent (» ngregatio n 
present at night, main rtsmi and gal­ 
leries btnng packetl, and there was little 
tnm ble iu raising the amo unt rtmnirtid, 
the pa.Hto r anno nnciug, ere he dismisstMl 
w ith the bentHlietio n, th at the debt was 
wiped o ff the bo o ks, w ith $1» .60 as a 
nest egg, to assist in met'tiug exptmso s 
o f tiie future. 
The Fo reign and Ho me Missio nary 
so c’ieties and the I>o rcas so tiiety o f the 
church, co mbiiu'd, gave the su|ji o f $560. 
The Sabbath scho o l had agreed to give 
$200, but no bly came to the fro nt w ith 
the sum o f $424.71. TheEpw o rth league 
gave $77.50, and individual (o utributio ns 
ranged fro m $1 ,(MK) to o ne penny, ¡Kissibly 
many o f the latter (Nmtrihntio iis being 
all thiit co uld Is; raised by the giv<;rs, 
and, in such cases, carrying a rich bless­ 
ing w ith them , at the hands o f the Cliver 
o f all go o d gifts.
